Great Era of Prosperity Fore­

WASHINGTON, Mar. 11.—Price* on 
moat of th* Seale commodities, In* 
eluding food, will 
be 
brought down 
within sixty to ninety day*, Georg* N. 
Peek, chairman of the new industrial 
board of th* commerce department, 
predicted today. 
The new board plans to call repre­ 
sentatives of each of the industries to 
Washington, 
decide 
on 
fair 
price 
schedules that will relieve the business 
stagnation and will then recommend 
these prices to th* public. 
8teel men will submit their sched­ 
ules of post bellum prices tomorrow 
and they will be followed by brick, ce­ 
ment fuel, lumber, food and textiles. 
“The board hopes to establish price 
schedules that will stand until the nor­ 
mal law of supply and demand can 
take effect again,” Peek said. 
“Our 
whole aim Is for prices that will estab­ 
lish confidence enough to relieve the 
present business stagnation and send 
us into what all are agreed will be an 
era of prosperity.” 
One of the things the board intends 
to do is to talk lower prices at all 
times, members said today. They were 
frank in their criticism of the policy 
of some government agencies in pre­ 
dicting much higher figures for some 
commodities. 
The statement of the food adminis­ 
tration that pork will go much higher 
with the discontinuance of the $17 50 
price has immediately brought an in­ 
creased hog price with more pork in 
storage in the country today than eve* 
•before, one member declared. 
Efforts of the board will also be di 
retted toward removing some exoes-

lve cost increases now in effect in 
arious 
industries.

w’hile the average increase of steel 
and its products is about 115 per cent 
of pre-war prices, building hardware 
has increased IOO per cent. 
Efforts 
will be made to bring all down to a 
fair level. 
Complete co-operation between the 
board and the railroad administration 
has been promised and this may mean 
that some of the high freight rates 
will be lowered, particularly in build­ 
ing and road materials, aa requested 
by the recent conference of governors 
and mayors. 
Tables of the board show that food 
has gone up 105 per cent over the pre­ 
war figure, with milk and eggs show­ 
ing the highest increase. Building ma­ 
terials averaged a IOO per cent 
in­ 
crease.

WASHINGTON, March 11.— Drastic laws to curb activities of anarch­ 
ists, I. W. W., social revolutionists and Bolsheviki in the United States will 
be recommended to congress by the senate committee which has been in­ 
vestigating Bolsheviki activities, it was learned today. 
Hearings are nearly ended. 
Practically the only evidence the commit­ 
tee will have of Bolsheviki propaganda in the United States is now being sub­ 
mitted in the form of newspaper clippings, pamphlets, books and papers 
sent through the mails. 
The committee has so far failed to find evidence of an organized propa­ 
ganda system paid for by foreign money or directly connected with the 
Russian Bolsheviki. 
Out of the mass of testimony submitted members said today one clear 
fact has disclosed itself— the I. W. W. in the United States is the most potent 
probe committee.

The spread of an arch y , in the Sla­ 
vic States just liberated from Austria,

quickly. 
America is rushing 
ships with it. 
But Italy has some 
boundary disputes with them, 
and 
therefore levies an embargo, and will 
not let that food go through. 
Italy, 
however, is likewise dependent 
on 
the United States for food. The only 
difference is that Italy pays for it. 
While these states in chaos have to 
be given it. So the United States no­ 
tifies Italy that the food 
must 
go 
through to the South Slavs, or it will 
be stopped from Italy. 
This is ex­ 
actly the sort of procedure provided 
in the League of Nations. And it will 
of course, make Italy come through. 
Only America can settle this situa­ 
tion. Italy went into the war, backed 
by a secret treaty with England and 
France, whereby they agreed to sup­ 
port Italy in its territorial claims to 
territory across the Adriatic. 
These 
treaties must, of course, be abrogated, 
and the matter settled by Justice. But 
this can only be done by a power high­ 
er than England. France or Italy— 
which is, of course, only the League 
of Nations. 
And the League of Na­ 
tions will be powerless to settle this 
particular 
question 
without 
the 
United States. 
If we “leave Europe to settle its 
own rows,” the Western powers, with 
their hands already tied, will have to 
settle this one in favor of Italy. 
If 
they do, the South Slavs will fight. 
Then the Balkan magazine is explod­ 
ed again. 
When it exploded before. ] 
it set the world afire. 
again. 
conflagration will reach us again. We 
shall have it to do all over again. The 
Concert of Europe never dared trust 
itself to settle the Balkan question. 
Hence the World War 
A league ot 
Europe can as little settle it. 
It is 
America in the league or chaos again 
—not in the future, but right now. 
The wars which the League of Na­ 
tions mu*t prevent are not of the next 
generation. 
They are not even of 
next year. They are this year. If we 
re make the world on the old basis of 
separate nationalism, the wars will 
flame forth in this year of grace, 1919. 
in the same old flre-pot of Europe. We 
shall have to form a .League to stop 
them then, and send armies to do it. 
It is better to do it now.
